Bulgaria was disappointed recently 
in her efforts to raise even a small 
loan in Paris, while Turkey has been 
endeavoring both in New York and 
Payis to borrow money, but up to the 
present, without success, The fi- 
nancial resources of the other states 
concerned are very limited. Littie is | 
likely ‘to be heard of the European 
conference until some decisive action 
has been fought, when doubtless the 


European concert will renew its ef- 
forts to bring about peace on broad
